(Currently Amended) A device for grabbing a rail panel, the rail panel having a 
first and a second spaced apart rail, the first rail being parallel to the sccoyd„rail 3 the device 
comprising:

a plurality of moveable elements coupled to said frame, said moveable elements 
bejn£ cpnfi aurcd to^onstraincd-to move outwardly in order to contact respective first and 
gtagfindrKirollcl rails; 

wherein, when said plurality of moveable elements move outwardly, said device 
is fixed to the first and second spaced apart rails. 

2. (Original) The device of claim 1, further comprising a rotator connected to said 

frame. 

3. (Original) The device of claim 2, wherein said rotator is hydraulically operated. 
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4- (Currently Amended) The device of claim 31, wherein said frame further 
comprises notches sized and configured such that ihe first and second rails fit within sakl 
ISSRjKlj venotches when said frame is in contact with the first and second rails. 

5. (Currently Amended) The device of claim 4, wherein said moveable elements 
fiulhercomprisc: 

a first hydraulic cylinder located at a first end of said frame, said first hydraulic 
cylinder being connected to a first pair of pins; and 

a second hydraulic cylinder located at a second end of said frame, said second 
hydraulic cylinder being connected to a second pair of pins; 

wherein, when said hydraulically operated elements arc actuated, said first 
hydraulic cylinder forces said first pair of pins into contact with an inside surface of each of the 
first and second rails, and wherein, when said hydraulically operated elements are actuated, said 
second hydraulic cylinder forces said second pair of pins into contact with an inside surface of 
each ol the first and second rails, thus fixing said frame to the rails. 

6. (Original) The device of claim 5, wherein said pins comprise metal having . a 
diameter of at least 2 inches. 

7. (Original) The device of claim 51, further comprising a piece of equipment 
capable of lifting and transporting said device when said device is fixed to the rail panel. 
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8. (Original) The device of claim 7, wherein said piece of equipment has an 
operator, said operator being able to attach said device to the rail panel, )ifl the rail panel, and 
transport the rail panel without additional human assistance. 

9. (Original) The device of claim 8, wherein said device can be attached to the mil 
panel at a point offset from a center of the panel 
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10. (Currently Amended) A modular device for grabbing_aMjiiqving a rail panel, 
the rail panel comprising a first and a second spaced apart raiL the firs t rail being parallel lo the 
.second rail, the device comprising: 

a frame configured to he mounted on a rail panel, the r ail panel hayi ng a first and 
ajsecond spaced a part r a il, the first rail being parallel to the second rail; 

a rotator coupled to said frame; and 

a plurality of hydraulically operated elements coupled to said frame; 

wherein, when said hydraulically operated elements are actuated, said frame 
modul ar dev ice is fixed to the first and second spaced apart A ,pfUvl!lsd rails, and wherein said 
device can be connected to a piece of equipment capable of moving said device when it is fixed 
lo the first and second rails. 

1 1 . (Original) The device of claim 10, wherein said rotator is hydraulically operated. 

12. (Currently Amended) The device of claim 10, wherein said frame furdicr 
comprises notches sized and configured such that the first lml fits within res pective notche s and 
ihe second rails fits within respective -wtihinsaid- notches when said frame is in contact with the 
first and second rails. 
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13. (Currently Amended) The device of claim 12, wherein said hYdi^LLraJly 
o pcrai cd elements arc pins and further comprising: 

a first hydraulic cylinder located at a first end of said frame, said first hydraulic 
cylinder being connected to a first pair of said pins; and 

a second hydrnulic cylinder located at a second end of said frame, said second 
hydraulic cylinder being connected to a second pair of said pins; 

wherein. iipon^*^ first hydraulic cylinder 

forces said first pair orpins into contact with an inside surface of each of the first and second 
rails, and whereinrwhen^ second hydraulic cylinder forces said second 

pair of pins into contact with an inside surface of each of the first and second rails, thus fixing 
said frcime to the rails. 

14. (Original) The device of claim 13, wherein said piece of equipment has an 
operator, said operator being able to attach said device to the rail panel, lift the rail panel, and 
transport the rail panel without additional human assistance, 

1 5. (Original) The device of claim 14 % wherein said device can be attached to the rail 
panel at a point offset from a center of die panel, 
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16. (Currently Amended) A system for lifting and transporting a rail panel, the rail 
panel comprising a first and a second spaced apart rail, the first r ail hcjng r^RlMlQ-ill^S^iin^ 
niil^whcrcin each rail is attached lo a plurality of tics, the system comprising:

a plurality of hydraulically operated pins coupled to said frame, wherein, when 
said hydraulically operated pins arc actuated, said frame is fixed lo the first and second spaced 
apart rails; and 

a piece of equipment capable of lifting said frame while said frame is fixed to said 

rails, 

17. (Original) The system of claim 16, wherein said piece of equipment provides 
hydraulic power to said hydraulically operated pins. 

1 8. (Original) The system of claim 16, further comprising a rotator connected to said 
frame, wherein said piece of equipment provides hydraulic power to said hydraulically operated 
pins and to said rotator. 

1 9. (Original) The system of claim ] 6, wherein said frame further comprises notches 
sized and configured such that the first and second rails fit within said -respe ctive notches when 
said frame is in contact with the first and second rails.

a first hydraulic cylinder located at a first end of said frame, said first hydraulic

21. (Original) The system of claim 20, wherein said pins comprise metal having a 
diameter of at least 2 inches, 

22. (Original) The system of claim 20, wherein said piece of equipment has an 
operator, said operator being able to attach said device to the rail panel, lift the rail panel, and 
transport the rail panel without additional human assistance. 

23. (Original) The system of claim 22, wherein said device can be attached to the 
rail panel at a point offset from a center of the panel. 
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24. (Currently Amended) A device for grabbing and .nwyingji rail panel, the rail 
panel having a first and a second spaced apart rail, the first rail being parallel to the sec o nd rai l 
the device comprising: 

a frame configured to ; be mounted on a rail panel, die rail panel having a first and 
a second s pa ced a part rai l, die first rail being parallel to the second rail, the frame being 
confimifcd.to receive portions of the first and second parallel rails in respective portions, of the 
frame, wherei n the frame is capable of being mounted on the rails; and 

a plurality of moveable elements coupled to said frame such that, when said 
moveable elements contact the parallel r ails , the device is fixed to the rails. 

25. (Original) The device of claim 24, wherein said frame further comprises notches 
sized and configured such that the first and second rails fit within said notches when said frame 
is mounted on the first and second rails. 

26. (Original) The device of claim 25, wherein said moveable elements further 
comprise: 

a first hydraulic cylinder located at a first end of said frame, said first hydraulic 
cylinder being connected to a first pair of pins; and 

a second hydraulic cylinder located at a second end of said frame, said second 
hydraulic cylinder being connected to a second pair of pins; 

wherein, when said hydraulically operated pins are actuated, said first hydraulic 
cylinder forces said first pair of pins into contact with each of the first and second rails, and 
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wherein, when said hydraulically operated pins are actuated, said second hydraulic cylinder 
forces said second pair of pins into contact with each of the first and second rails, thus fixing said 
frame lo the rails. 

27. (Original) The device of claim 24, further comprising a piece of equipment 
capable of HAing and moving said frame when said frame is attached to the rails, and wherein 
said piece of equipment has an operator, said operator being able to attach said device to the rail 
panel, lift the rail panel, and transport Ihc rail panel without additional human assistance. 
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
